New York, March 5.—A long stride 
forward in the trial of Harry K. Thaw 
was taken when District Attorney Je­ 
rome announced that his exhaustive 
cross-examination of Dr. 
Britton D. 
Evans, one of the alienists for the de­ 
fense, had been concluded. 
Dr. Evans 
had been under fire since Wednesday 
morning last. 
He 
was immediately 
succeeded on tho stand by Dr. Charles 
G. Wagner of Binghamton, N. Y., who 
accompanied Dr. Evans on most of his 
visits to Thaw in the Tombs. 
Mr. Je­ 
rome indicated by his questioning of 
Dr. Wagner 
that he may 
soon con­ 
clude with the witness. 
Mrs. William Thaw Is expected to he 
the next figure in the witness chair 
With Mrs. Thaw’s 
testimony in. the 
defense will practically complete its 
case 
arid it seems 
likely that 
th* 
state’s case in rebuttal may he be­ 
gun before the end of the week. 
Just what District Attorney Jerome 
will he able to prove on rebuttal re 
mains quite as much of a mystery as 
ever. 
He 
complained In 
seeking a 
broad Interpretation of the 
rules of 
evidence by Justice Fitzgerald, that if 
he should rail any 
of the defense’s 
alienists in rebuttal they might refuse 
on the ground of professional privilege 
to answer any questions put to them.

It has not become exactly clear to 
the lay mind to what extent the dis­

Mrs. Evelyn Thaw’s 
testimony.

has admitted 
that even if 
he could 
show Stanford White was out of the 
country at the time of the alleged ex­ 
pedience with 
Evelyn Nesbit 
in the

not be allowed to do so on the ground 
that it would be a collateral fact.

There were few passengers on the 
train and this accounts for the small 
amount secured by the robbers. 
Because tim man killed w*as a miner 
there is a probability that the hold-up 
men wdll he lynched if caught by min­ 
ers who already are 
searching for 
them, it is reported. 
I.on Jeff, a negro, was the passen­ 
ger killed. 
He was employed at camp 
31 of the Central Coal and Coke com­ 
pany. 
He resisted and was shot. 
W. L. Westlake of Toledo, O., who 
with his 
w if^ and two children had 
been visiting relatives in Kansas, was 
shot through the hand by a stray bul 
let that had been fired at the negro. 
The men were disguised only with 
fnlse mustaches and goatees, one tall 
man and the other of medium height. 
They hoarded the train here at the 
station and hogan working the tram 
as it passed the Kansas City Southern 
shops. 
They commenced at the smok­ 
ing car, and one walked ahead with a 
big revolver in each hand and quietly 
asked the passengers to “shell out” 
to the man behind, who was closely 
following. 
They were not far behind 
the train auditor and followed him in­ 
to the woman’s coach. 
When 
they 
came to .Toff in the women’s coach he 
pulled his revolver and took a shot at 
the foremost robber, who shot twice 
at him.

He also knew he was attacking Stan­ 
ford White when he shot, Dr. Evans 
admitted, but the knowledge was that 
of an insane man and the aet was the 
result of insane reasoning. 


Says Thaw Is Now Insane. 
Dr. Wagner also declared that Thaw 
had irrational knowledge of what was 
transpiring on the roof garden. 
He 
believed the man’s insanity dated from 
the time Evelyn Nesbit told him her 
story in Paris 
in 1903. 
Dr. Wagner 
created quite a stir in court ley using 
Ihe present tense In responding to a 
question by District Attorney Jerome 
as to what form of insanity Thaw “has 
or had.”

Queer Ways Some Folks Have of Do­ 
ing This S.mple Act. 
“The only way to stop people from 
plastering a stam p at any old place 
upon the envelope except the right one 
Is to do as is done in England. 
There 
a letter which does not have the stamp 
in the right position Is cast aside an d 
handled only when all other mail is 
sorted and exchanged.” 
TiffsTden was 
advanced by a postal clerk quoted by 
the Philadelphia Record. 
“W e often 
lose considerable time because of these 
letters,” continued the clerk, “for often 
we have to stop and turn over an en­ 
v e l o p to find the stamp. 
W e do not 
mind so much the love sick youth or 
maiden who places the sta m p on the 
center of the envelope, because a stamp 
so placed can be seen at a glance, but 
it is chiefly with the foreigners th a t we 
have the trouble. 
These people in­ 
variably put on a stam p at any but 
the right place, and you would be sur­ 
prised to know how they do it.

each corner of the envelope, with the 
remaining one acting as u seal upon 
the hack.”

The following story was told by one 
of Arizona’s early pioneers: 
Iii 1864 Dr. Alsap and Lord Duppa, 
well known pioneers, wore prospecting 
with a party in the Bradshaw moun­ 
tains on the Ilassnyam pa creek. One 
morning the party separated for the 
purpose of hunting. 
In going up a 
canyon, in which they were separated 
from their companions by high moun­ 
tains, Duppa’s detachm ent was attaek- 
i*l by a large band of Tonto Apaches. 
Tire whites gradually fought their way 
across the ridge with the hope of re­ 
joining their companions.

The city council showed very plainly 
Monday night that they were back of 
Mayor Wise in his crusade to stop the 
sale of liquor to minors. When an appli­ 
cation for renewal of the license of Nels 
Nelson came up City Attorney Polk rose 
and filod an oral objection to the grant­ 
ing of the license. He stated that May­ 
or Wise had employed a special officer 
to investigate tho various saloons and 
had received authentic information that 
the applicant had sold liquor to minors 
not once but several times, and that he 
was not a lit man to be permitted to 
have a license. 
Attorney Ryan appeared in behalf of 
tho applicant and urged that Mr. Nel­ 
son had not had his day in court as he 
was entitled to; that he had been in 
business three or four years and had 
$3,000 invested in the business and that 
it would be rank injustice to refuse him 
permission to continuo. 
Mr. Nelson, he 
any j said had had no opportunity for defense 
and if refused a license had no oppor­ 
tunity of appeal. 
Ho believed it rank 
injustice to act on hearsay evidence of 
a man who might have been an enemy 
of Mr. Nelson or been put up to make 
the chatge by some saloon keeper who 
wanted him put out of business. 
Alderman 
Fogelstrom, 
who 
had 
seconded the motion of Alderman Baker 
to grant the license here withdrew the 
second, but Mr. Baker refused to with­ 
draw the motion. 
Mayor Wise rose and asked a hearing. 
He stated that the offense had occurred 
not once, but tive separate and distinct 
times since he furnished placards for­ 
bidding minors to frequent saloons and 
at the same time furnished the saloon 
men printed copies of the laws of tho 
state of Minnesota covering the offense 
charged. 
Attorney Ryan did not care if there 
had been ton dozen reports of violations, 
he should be given the license and if ho 
then violated tho law the license should 
be revoked. 
Chief McGiven stated to tho council 
that the police had had more trouble 
with Nels Nelson’s place than any other 
in the city. 
Mr. Folk rose to remark that if Mr. 
Ryan were not a hired lawyer ho would 
be the first man to object to the grant­ 
ing of tho license. 
Alderman Baker then withdrew his 
motion to grant license and a motion 
was made to postpone action on the ap­ 
plication until the next regular meeting 
of the council. 
Tho suggestion was 
made that the matter be laid over until 
a special meeting of the conncil to be 
held immediately after the hearing of 
the case against Nelson in municipal 
court Thursday of this week, but this 
was not even put to a vote, the members 
declaring that they did not propose to 
put themselves to that trouble for the 
benefit of Mr. Nelson. 
On the roll call 
on the matter of postponing action Al­ 
derman Zakariasen, Drexler and Twohey 
voted no, declaring that they believed in 


the law and that the officers would not 
so consider them. 
The matter of a new horso for the fire 
department camo up and the tire com­ 
mittee was instructed to look one up 
and report to the council. It was talked 
that the horse now in use, which is good 
for lots of ordinary service yet, be 
turned over to Superintendent Baker 
for the use of the light department, do­ 
ing away with the livery and dray bills 
paid at present. This would also give 
the city a trained fire horse which 
would be available in case of emergency. 
The matter of street 
paving was 
taken up. Clerk Spencer stated that 
practically every property owner on 
North Broadway wanted that street 
paved clear to Bluff avenue the coming 
summer. 
Ile was requested to take the 
matter up and have a petition before 
tho next meeting of tho city council. 
The matter of paving Sixth street 
from Oak to Willow and of Oak from 
tho St. Paul tracks was taken up and a 
report from City Engineer Woolman 
was read showing that it wTould take 
390 cords of stv.no to pave that portion 
of those streets to a width of 35 feet. 
Alderman Zakariasen stated that tho 
owners of Oak street property were not 
in favor of paving. The paving of South 
Broadway from Laurel to Oak was also 
discussed but no action taken. 
The purchasing committee was author­ 
ized to buy 40 electric meters ranging 
from 5 to 40 amperes in size, and they 
will be placed on the lines of all private 
consumers who have more than two 
lights. This, it is understood, includes 
all incandescent arcs as well as other 
lights. 
The purchasing committee was di­ 
rected to purchase a second wagon for 
the lire department and sell tho old 
wagon. 
Alderman Fogelstrom urged the pur­ 
chase of a steam street roller which 
would also furnish power for tho steam 
crusher and for moving it from place to 
place. Tho matter was referred to a 
special committee comus ting of Alder­ 
men Baker, Fogelstrom and Drexler to 
which Mayor Wise was also added, and 
the committee was instructed to meet 
with the county commissioners Tues­ 
day, March 5th and ask their co-opera­ 
tion in the matter. 
A motion was made and passed ask­ 
ing tho president, who had asked to be 
excused and left the meeting because of 
another engagement, to appoint a spec­ 
ial committee of three to be known as 
park commissioners and the city at­ 
torney was asked to look and determine 
if there was any ordinance detining 
their duties as such and if not prepare 
1 one for next meeting.

The cruelty contemplated by and pro­ 
tested against In the hill 
is that of 
placing upon the soil 
the burden of

plished by a change of grain. 
The bill 
makes It unlawful 
for the owner or

ucts for at least two vears preceding. 
Any person violating this law is made 
punishable by a tine of not less than 
10 cents nor more than 25 cents for 
each agre so planted.

Thirty-two forest reser 
vat ions are created 
or Increased In 
area by these proclamations. 
The 
following 
memorandum 
by 
President Roosevelt bearing on tho 
sub jeer was made public at the White 
House; 
“These 
forest 
reserves were 
de­ 
termined upon and the preparation of 
the necessary papers 
ordered some 
months 
ago— in 
two-thirds 
of the 
cases some years ago—in tim exercise 
of the duty Imposed upon me by act 
of congress of March 3. 1891. 
The ut­ 
most care and deliberation have been 
exercised in deciding upon the bounda­ 
ries of the proposed reserves; in all 
but a very few cases long continued 
and detailed field examinations have 
been made, and in the remainder ex­ 
aminations amply sufficient to justify 
the proposed action. 
“The necessary proclamations under 
existing law now come before me and 
the question Is presented 
whether I 
should refrain from n oting tinder the 
existing law because there is now un­ 
der consideration by congress a pro­ 
posal to change the law7 so as to re. 
quire congressional action upon the 
establishm ent of such forest reserves. 


Deemed Action Imperative. 


If I did not act, reserves which I con­ 
sider very Important for the interests 
of the United States would be wholly 
or in part dissipated before congress 
has an opportunity again to consider 
the m atter; while 
under the action 
which I propose to take they will be 
preserved; and if congress differs from 
me in this action it will have full op­ 
portunity in the future to take sue 
position as it may desire anent the 
discontinuance 
of the reserves, 
by 
affirmative action, taken with the full 
est opportunity 
for considering the 
subject 
by itself 
and 
on its 
own 
merits. 
If by any chance land more 
valuable for other purposes than for 
forest reserves is shown to have been 
included 
In those reserves, 
I shall 
forthwith restore it to entry7. 
"Failure 
on my part to sign these 
proclamations would mean 
that im­ 
mense tracts of valuable timber would 
fall into the hands of the lumber syn­ 
dicates before congress has an oppor­
